The following information was obtained from confidential records in 
the Department of State, Samuel KLaus was bom August 29, 1901*, at Brooklyn,

States on or about January 1, 1895. He was naturalized in the United States » s 

District Court, ll*th District of New York, in approximately January of 1963. 

Klaus attended the College of the City of New York and received an A.B. degree 
from that institution in 1921*. He later attended Columbia Law School, rece^vine 
his LL.B degree in 1927. • 

From 1925 until 1928 Klaus served as an assistant lecturer in law 
at that university. During 1928 Klaus was employed with the law firm of 
Sapiro Aranon of New York City. Between 1928* and I93I* Klaus was employed by 

the law firm of Chadboume, Wallace, Burke and Whiteside of New York City. 

On June 26, 1935 > Klaus entered on duty with the United States Treasury Depart- 
ment under the National Banking Emergency Act with a temporary appointment as 
an attorney in the office of the General Counsel. By extension of this 
appointment he served continously in that position until August 16, 191*0, 
when he was appointed as. Principal Attorney at an annual salary of $7500. 

In November, 19W*, Klaus voluntarily resigned to accept the position of 
Assistant General Counsel with the Foreign Economic Administration. During 
his tenure in the Treasury Department he was considered a protege of the 
f o™er_Spcr^ Tr easuj x.B§partnLen^ . Jr . , and he 

handled various types of special j&ggignments, including the handling of tax

You will recalljhat following a discussion with the then Secretary 
of the Treasury, Henry A.(Korgenthau, Jr., you ordered the establishment in 
the Bureau of the Foreign Funds Control Unit to work in collaboration with the 
Treasury Department. At that time Mr. iforgenthau appointed Saa Klaus as 
liaison man 'with the Bureau in this project. Mr. Morgenthau advised you that 
Klaus was an able and efficient employee of the Treasury Department but a man 
whose personality was such that it was difficult to work with him.
